“ INSURING AGAINST 
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N a week or so the creameries will 
be in full production, and there 
will be sufficient butter. Announc- 
ing this in the Dail yesterday, the 
Minister for Agriculture, Dr. |. 
Ryan, said that he was meeting 
representatives of the dairying 
industry as soon as sible, and he 
intended to put a scheme before them 
under which they would receive the 
equivalent of about 7d. per gallon 
during the coming year. at would 
mean that the price of butter would 
go up. 

Dr. Ryan was replying to the debate 
on the Agricultural Estimate, which 
was agreed to. Last year, he said, 
they had told the wholesalers to store 
100,000 cwts. of butter for the coming 
year. Some of them, however, refused 
to take the risk, and that was why some 
people were not getting enough butter. 

Referring to his recent statement that 
no creamery butter had been exported 
to the British market since last August, 
he said he should have pointed out 
that something like 16,000 cwts. of 
factory butter—surplus to their own 
requirements, and used in cookery and 
confectionery—had been exported dur- 
ing the whole of last year. In addition, 
they had a contract to supply 300 cwts. 
of creamery butter to the Isle of Man, 
which would have been left without 
butter had they not carried out their 
agreement. A pound of butter a week 
could be sent to any person in England 
who had a doctor’s certificate, but the 
amount exported in this way did not 
exceed a cwt. a month. 


THE SUBSIDY 


In the past ten years production in 
the dairying industry had increased 
and consumption of butter in Eire was 
nearly twice what it was in 1931. Last 
year they had to pay a subsidy of 
£1€0.000 on exported butter in order 
to give the producer the price fixed at 
home for butter—not to give cheap 
butter to John Bull, but to give the 
producers a price that the British were 
not prepared to pay.

that the number of pigs had declined 
last year, but if there was a good 
harvest this year the pigs would 
increase again. 

It was not true to say that shipping 
space had been refused for.the importa- 
tion of 1,000 tons of binder twine.

FINNISH FRONT 


EFFORTS TO SAFEGUARD 
LENINGRAD 


OSCOW, Wednesday—The main 
interest at the moment is in 
the battles near the north-eastern 
and southern approaches to Lenin- 
grad, where General Mersetskov’s 
units are pursuing a twin objective— 
namely, to push the German and 
Finnish armies back from the city, 
and open up a land route to replace 
that across the now-softening ice of 
Lake Ladoga, and to remove the 
threat to the vital Murmansk Rail- 
way. 
- From Kuibyshev Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent telegraphs :—‘' Stalin is 
gathering his forces for action. What 
is not clear yet, and will not be clear 
until the moment of action itself arrives, 
is where and how they are gathering.” 
Maintaining heavy pressure against 
the Axis lines along the Svir River, 
down the Volkhov valley, south of 
Lenivgrad, and in Kalinin Province, 
Soviet troops are eating into Herr 
Hitler’s reserves of men and material 
intended for later campaigns. In these 
latter battles the Germans have lost 
nearly 5,000 men in counter-attacks. 
German reports claim successes for 
shock troops in the Donetz area, but 
reserves are moving up to find the 


initiative still firmly held by the 
Russians. — (Press Association and 
Reuter.) 


REDS STORM HEIGHT 

KUIBYSHEV, Wednesday.—An im- 
portant unnamed height has been 
taken by Red Army men on the Nor- 
thern front after three: days’ fierce 
fighting and repeated German counter- 
attacks. 

On the Finnish front one Soviet unit, 
denoted by the initial ‘‘ N,” is making 
slow, but steady, progress in the 
stubborn battles still going on in one 
sector, inflicting considerable losses 
on the Finns. After losing a series 
of defence lines, the Finns concentrated 
large forces in one sector and 
attempted a counter-blow with tanks 
and a large number of field guns and 
mortars. The Finns, advancing from 
three directions, were met with a 


flanked. After this failure they tried 
to throw other units into the battle, 
but the Russians continued to push 
them back. Fierce fighting has also 
been going on in other parts of the 
Finnish front. 

The deep wedge driven into the 
German lines in one sector of the 
north-western front is lengthening with 
each new offensive battle started by 
the Russians, says a Red Star corre- 
spondent. The Germans are desperately 
attempting to stem the advance by 
sending up reserves and transferring 
units from other sectors. In these 
operations the Germans lost almost 
5,000 men intended as spring reserves.

RED ADVANCE ON | INDIAN PICTURE 


NOT GLOOMY 
“WE GOT CLOSE TO 
SETTLEMENT ” 


—SIR $. CRIPPS. 
IR STAFFORD CRIPPS, speak- 


ing of his Indian mission, 
said to a reporter: ' We seemed 
at one time to get extremely close 
ito a settlement. Despite the break- 
down, the picture is not gloomy.” 

He did not regard the problem as 
insoluble during the war. It might 
be that under the stress of war other 
questions might arise in India itself 
for some form of Government which 
would briug in representative Indians. 

“1 think that will have to ccme 
from India if it comes at all. I think 
that the result of the discussions has 
been to impress the Indian people and 
others with thé sincerity of outlook 
of the British people and the British 
Government.”’ 

Sir Stafford said that he did not 
place the blame for the breakdown 
upon anybody. Congress wanted com- 
plete power immediately for represen 
tative Indians. If they could not get 
that, they were not prepared to par- 
ticipate at present. In some ways it 
was not a very auspicicus moment for 
a settlement. The problem now 
became one of defence, and he had 
the assurance of many Indian leaders 
that they were going to co-operate to 
their utmost. He believed that the 
result would be good. 

“The” picture, therefore, is not a 
gloomy one. It is, so far as I am 
concerned, an encouraging one. If 
not so encouraging as it might have 
been, it ‘s much more so than if 
nothing had been done. From the 
point of view of the British Govern- 
ment, it was a very good and satis- 
factory proposal, and did substantially 
everything that could be done towards 
offering India self-government.”’ 


U.S. TROOPS IN INDIA 

“The defence of India is the con- 
cern of the United States,’’ said 
Colonel Johnson, President Roosevelt's 
personal representative in New Delhi 
yesterday. ‘It, is for this purpose 
that United States troops are alteady 
in India, and . <e will come to India,

JAPANESE PUSH SLOWED 


CHUNGKING, Wednesday.—Heavy 
fighting is in progress on all fronts 
in Burma, says the Chinese com- 
muniqué, which reads: 'On the 
Pyinmana front strong Japanese forces 
on Monday morning launched an 
attack on ‘the Chinese flank with 
infantry, artillery and armoured units. 
The Chinese resisted vigorously, 
destroying three tanks and one 
armoured car, inflicting many 
casualties and slowing down the 
Japanese advance. 

“The Japanese, advancing north- 
ward along the west. bank of the 
Salween River under cover of aircraft 
and tanks, reached the area south of 
Loikawa on Sunday. At dawn the 
following day the Japanese launched 
strong attacks on Loikawa, where the 
Chinese, under most difficult cond- 
tions, offered stubborn resistance, en- 


aging the enemy in hand-to-hand 
fighting Both sides suffered heavy 
casualties. One Japanese column 


reachcd a point two miles north of 
Loikawa in an attempt to encircie the 
Chinese. but the Chinese are counter- 
attacking and trying to check this 
movement. 

“ There is apparently no change on 
the [rrawaddy River front, where the 
Chinese. ufter occuying Yenangyaung 
oilfields, are at present mopping u 
Japanese remnants south of the oil- 
fields.’’—(Reuter.) 

CHUNGKING, Thursday.—A com- 
muniqué issued here admitted the loss 
of Pyinmana, on the Sittang front, but 
reported that a Japanese attempt to 
press farther north collapsed. 

Toikaw, on the Salwee north front, 
was under siege, and heavy asualties 


have been suffered on both sides.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday.—U.S.

A War Department 
communiqué says that the Japanese are 
now carrying - it air reconnaissance 
over the Island of Negros, opposite 
Panay’s south-eastern corner. In 
Panay, Japanese from San Jose are 
attacking U.S. positions near San 
Remigio and Valderrama, in Antigue 
province.

SCENES AT 
SALE OF 
PAWNED GOODS 


MID cries and catcalls and the 

thumping of boots on the floor, 
over 500 members of the Irish 
National Grocers’ and Vintners’ 
Association yesterday took no more 
than twenty minutes to stop the 
first public sale of pawned goods to 
be attempted since the pawn- 
brokers’ assistants’ strike began 
seven months ago. 

Watched by large crowds, among 
whom there were large numbers of 
Civic Guards, the demonstrators com- 
pletely filled the salesroom at 6 p.m., 
when Mr. Gerald Chambers, auctioneer 
for Messrs. Thomas Garland, 8 
Merchant’s Quay, mounted his stand. 

Mr. Chambers’s opening words were 
drowned in the pandemonium, which 
continued for twenty minutes, as he 
vainly persisted in trying to make 
himself heard. At the end of that 
time Mr. Walter H. Beirne, general 


stated the sale was closed. 

The demonstrators remained orderly 
to the end, and although at one 
moment a pushing movement from the 
rear occurred, if was quickly and 
good-humouredly countered by the 
police. Few sales were made to the 
assembled buyers. When the an- 
nouncment of the closing was made 
the crowd returned to the street, 
where Mr. W HH. Beirne later 
addressed a meeting at the corner of 
the Four Courts building. 

Askd if he had any statement to 
make, a representative of Messrs. 
Garland said: “No statement. Any- 
thing we have to say will be said in 
due course.” 

Also on the scene were many v-omen 
dealers who had come to support the 
demonstrators. One of these women 
told an Yrish Times reporter that 
among the dealers of the city—who 
number approximately 300—were many

like herself who had no stock at all 
in their shops, as they would not buy 
from the pawnbrokes while the 
strikers’ demands were unsatisfied. 
They were continuing to pay rent, 
rates and taxes, she said, and would 
shortly lose their business uniess the 
strike was settled. 

Mr. W. H. Beirne later told our 
reporter that threequarters of the total 
membership of the union took part in 
the demonstration. This sale was not 
held, he said, and no other sale would 
be held until the “disgraceful situa- 
tion was brought to an end by a just

Nobody would 
suggest, of course, that India by this 
time would be in possession of an 


many millions, but it is certain that 
the prospects of an effective defence 
against possible assault by Japan 
would be substantially better. ' Under 
the sway of their political leaders, 
most of the people of British India 
seem to be watching the Japanese 
advance with a sullen lack of 
interest. They have been encouraged 
for so long to regard Great Britain 
as the essential enemy that it is hard 
to see themselves aligned with her 
against any other foe, however for- 
midable that foe may be and however 
clear he may make his intentions. 
There are some—under the leader- 
ship of Subhas Chandra Bose—who 
actually welcome the prospect of 
invasion by Japan. The majority, 
however, are. willing to follow 
whither the politicians lead, and 
the politicians, almost to a man, 
profess themselves eager to fight 
against the Japanese, whom they 
hate as members of the totalitarian 
“Axis.” There is no reason 
to doubt the sincerity of Mr. Nehru’s 
speech after the failure of the 
negotiations, in which he intimated 
that, if they had turned out other- 
wise. India would have rallied as 
one man to the country’s defence. 
What will she do now? General 
Wavell does not rule out the possi- 
bility of a Japanese landing some- 
where on the coast, and gives some 
idea of the means by which it will 
be countered—an air striking force, 
to attack the enemy ships as they 
approach, and a land striking force 
to concentrate rapidly upon the 
threatened point. Nevertheless, the 
work of defence would be simplified 
and rendered vastly more effective 
if General Wavell could be confident 
that every possible obstacle would 
be thrown in the invaders’ way by 
the Indian population, whether as 
civilians or organised into a form of 
armed militia. It is not surprising 
that the British Government went 


j to such lengths in its attempt to 


reach agreement with the Indian 
leaders; for the experience of this 
war, and of previous wars, has 
shown how often the attitude of the 
civil population can make or mar an 
invasion. 

Yet the General’s broadcast was 
confident. He made no secret of the 
difficulties and dangers confronting 
India, but concluded that victory 
was “‘only a question of work and 
Aime.” The immediate danger, to 
which actual invasion was secondary, 
was attack from the air, and even 
in this respect he pointed out that 
the Japanese could not hope to 
bring air attacks to bear upon India 
on anything like the scale of those 
which they directed against Singa- 
pore. The anti-aircraft defences at 
threatened spots, he said, were 
strong enough to cause the Japanese 
heavier losses than they. had ex- 
perienced anywhere else, while the 
whole system of defence was growing 
in strength almost daily and was 
expanding over the entire country. 
On any basis, indeed, short of an 
actual welcome from the people, an 
assault upon India would seem to be 
a dangerous proposition for the 
strongest enemy ; and one is inclined 
to doubt if the Japanese have any 
intention of it. It would appear to 
be wiser, and less costly, strategy 
on their part to devote themselves to 
British shipping in the Indian 
Ocean—where, beyond denial, they 
could do immense harm. That 
certainly is what their German and 
Italian allies would prefer them to 
do. The route round the Cape of 
Good Hope is now Great Britain’s 
chief means of communication- with 
the Near East—for the Mediter- 
ranean route is seldom attempted 
except by strongly guarded convoys

If 
Japan could render it as dangerous 
as the Mediterranean has been 
rendered already, she would strike 
a serious blow at the Allied strategy, 
and would help to nullify many. of 
the careful plans which have been 
laid by the British and American 
chiefs during the past year.

OBITUARY 
COL. C. L. STRANGMAN 


Colonel Cecil Lucius Strangman has 
died at his home at Woodbury, Sterling 
West, Australia, after an adventurous 
life. A son of the late Mr. Thomas 
Strangman, member of a well-knéwn 
Waterford family, he passed through 
the Royal College of Surgeons, and 
took the Diploma in Tropical Medicine 
at Cambridge. He went to Australia, 
and when the last war broke out he 
joined the Australian Imperial forces, 
and served in many theatres of the war. 
While on a voyage from Sydney to 
London in 1918 their ship, the Matunga, 
was intercepted and sunk by the Wolf, 
a German raider. Subsequently they 
were transferred to another vessel, and 
managed to escape when that ship went 
aground oft the Skaw, in Denmark. 
After the war Colonel Strangman 
returned te Australia, and became 
prominent as the originator of many 
reforms in which his great knowledge 
of tropical medicine was helpful.

Its object is to bring 
the aims and general conditions of the 
Corps to the notice of people who, 
perhaps, are not directly concerned with 
the Corps, but who, as taxpayers and 
citizens, should be made aware of the 
conditions which obtain in it. This, it 
is hoped, will lead to the development 
of a public opinion capable of influen- 
cing the type of young man for which 
the Corps was established, and in this 
way every householder will be in a 
position to help to reduce the present 
number of unemployed by acting as an 
unofficia. recruiting agent for the 
Construction Corps. 

The pamphlet gives information 
regarding conditions of eutry, terms of 
service, accommodation, food and cloth- 
ing, pay and holidays, and medica, 
treatment, and makes it clear that the 
Construction Corps is one of the best 
attempts yet undertaken to solve the 
unemployment problem.

These, evi- 
dently, form the mainguard on the 
exposed flank—in conjunction, - of 
course, with those in the mandated 
islands and Formosa. The aggregate 
—15 divisions, or nearly one-sixth of 
the whole—is such as to prove that 
Japan is entirely alive to all the possi- 
bilities. 

So, too, is America. American and 
Australian aero-naval raids have been 
made against every part of this long 
line. The attack on the Japanese 
coastal cities is only the latest of very 
many, Just because it hit Japanese 
home territory, it has attracted more 
attention—without being necessarily 
any more important. Thus, such state- 
ments as: ‘“‘It means the end of 
Japan,’’ are simply fatuous The. real 
significance of the operation is to 
prove that Japanese home waters— 
1.€., merchant shipping and fishing 
fleets can, in due course, be struck at. 
Whether the ‘planes of Saturday: last 
were carrier-borne or otherwise is 
immaterial

announced the appearance of 5

U.S. SUBMARINES 

‘As is well known, for several years 
past the U.S.A. have been steadily 
developing trans-Pacific transport by 
means of great  flying-boats—Pan- 
American Airways. In April-May of 
last year air-mail from the United 
States reached the figure of 23 tons. 
This, of course, was all civil aviation; 
but its potential value as a preparation 
for other kinds is obvious, erica, 
indeed, has gone in very much for 
aircraft types suited for naval work 
over the longer distances—and this for 
a very considerable time back. The 
Americans have further latterly set 
about increasing very considerably 
their aircraft-carrier fleet. In addition 
to regular naval vessels of this class, 
they are now converting suitable 
passenger liners to this purpose. 


Another suitable weapon, which they | 


possess in considerable numbers, is 
the big long-range submarine. In this 
context one can only conjecture what 
was Surcouf’s last mission, and how 
did she come to be ‘‘ presumed lost’’? 
Surcouf was the really ideal ship for 
this work. Her enormous radius 
(12,000 miles) made even the Pacific 
quite a manageable business, and she 
had a diving capacity of 70 fathoms— 
once remaining submerged for 60 hours. 
Her 8-inch guns made her more than 
a match for even a light cruiser. She 
carried no fewer than 22 torpedoes, 
firing some from trainable tubes, like 
a destroyer. She carried a small 
scouting sea-plane and a ship’s com- 
pany of 150 all told. She could thus 
rovide quite a number of prize crews 
or any suitable captures. As she has 
never been “‘claimed’’ by Axis vessels, 
and as she was a sea-worthy and handy 
craft, a mine would seem the likeliest 
explanation of her fate—possibly 
en route for those eastern seas, where 
her great namesake established his 
renown,

HON. H. M. HOWARD'S 
WILL 


Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy, in the High 
Court, Dublin, yesterday, reserved judgment 
in a summons which had been taken out 
by the Earl of Wicklow, and by Mr. II. 
R Whelan, solicitor,, Foster place, Dublin, 
as trustees of a settlement created by the 


will and codic of the Ifion. Huch Melville- 


Ifoward, late of Bellevue, Delgany, County 
Wicklow. who died on February 17, 1919, 
for the determination of questions atising 
on the administration of their trust. 

It was stated in an _ affidavit of Mr. 
Whelan that the Hon, Hugh Iloward, by 
his will of March 10, 1914, left the in- 
come of all bis property to his wife for 
life, and thereafter to his children .in equal 
shares as tenants in common, subject to a 
bequest of plate, prints, and books to his 
eldest son. By a codicil which he made 
in New York on May 23, 1915, he made a 
change in the disposition of his property, 
and provided that after the’ death of his 
wife everything that he possessed should 
go to his son Cecil. subject to a bequest in 
favour of his daughter Katherine of any 
twelve objects, excluding plate,“etc., which 
she should wish to choose. He stated that 
he made the new arrangement only because 
he had learned that Katherine would re- 
ceive an ample fortune under her grand- 
father’s will, as well as another legacy, and 
that the change was made “in no way 
through want of affection.” His widow 
died on January 10. 1941, when the real 
and personal property had been valued at 
£22,000 odd, There were two children 
surviving—Cecil Aymar Howard, Wall street, 
New York, und Miss Katherine F. T. 
Iloward, The Orchards, Gorey—who were 
named as defendants in the summons. 

Having regard ito the words in the 
codicil, doubts had arisen about the estate 
and interest which Mr. Cecil Howard took 
in the settled property, and the Court was 
asked to say whether he was entitled to 
the freehold property in fee-simple or as 
tenant in tail; and was he absolutely en- 
titled to the residuary estate.

liability to him with the Irish Employers 
Mutual Association, Ltd. Compensation. had 
been paid by the company from the date of 
the accident until September 4, 1957. the 
Association recouping them, but shortly 
after that date the Association got into 
financial difficulties which resulted, on July 
4, 1938. in an Order of the High Conrt 
directing that the Association be wound up 
continued to pay compensation from 
September 4. 1937. until December 25, 
1940, when on account of their own 
financial position they ceased to do so, 
and on January 81. 1941, a receiver was 
appointed over their undertaking by 
the owners of two mortgage debentures. 
On February 8, 1941, the injured workman 
instituted proceedings against the Tinode 
Company, claiming compensation on the 
basis of total incapacity from December 25, 
1940, and on the hearing of that application 
the case was made on behalf of the company 
that their liability to pay compensation to 
him was terminated on January 31, 1941, 


undertaking. The Circuit Judge held that 
the liability of the company had not 
terminated, and made an award of compen- 
sation from which the appeal was taken. 


GROUND OF APPEAL 


The ground of the appeal particularly was 
that the Circuit Judge had misdirected him- 
self in law in holding that the company 
were liable to pay compensation, having 
regard to the provisions of Section 20 (1) 
of the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1934. 
Section 20 (1) of the Act provides that 
whero an employer, being a company. has a 
policy of insurance covering liability to a 
workman and has gone into liquidation, or 
where a receiver has been appointed, the 
rights af the employer under the policy 
vest in the workman; and that the insurers 
shall not be under any greater liability to 
the werkman than they would have been 
under to the employers. 

Giving the judgment of the Court, the 
Chief Justice said that in that Court and 
in the Circuit Court the controversy hetween 
the parties was in regard to the application 
and effect of Section 20 (1) of the Act of 
1934. The question to be determined was 
whether that section applied in a case where 
a ompany with which the employer had 
been insured had gone into liquidation before 
the bankruptcy or liqnidation of the 
employer. The question: “Have the 
employers entered into a contract with any 
insurers in respect of any liability under 
the Act to the workman?” admitted of only 
one answer. and that was, “Yes” H 
iollowed that the provisions of Section 20 
(1) of the Act applied, and that upon the 
appointment «f a receiver over the employ- 
ing company’s undertaking the rights of 
that company: against the insurers as 
respected that liability to the workman were 
transferred to and vested in the workman. 
He, therefore. was of opinion that the award 
eould not stand, and that the appeal must 
be allowed. 

The appeal. accordingly, was allowed, 
and no application. having been made on 
behalf of the appellant company for costs, 
no order was made in regard to costs. 

The Court, having discharged the order 
of the Circuit Court, remitted the case to 
that Court to proceed according to law, 
giving the applicant liberty to apply to the 
‘ircult Judge to add the Insurance Associa- 
tion as a party.
